In other league action over the 
weekend, the Golden Gaels ex- 
tended their unbeaten slr«ak to 
four in n row, downing the West- 
ern Mustangs 27-7 in London. 

As a result of their victory, 
the Gaels hold undi-sputcd pos- 
session of first place in the 'Inter- 
collegiate loop with eight points, 
followed by McGiU in second pla- 
ce with four points, while the 
Mustangs and the Blues arc dead- 
locked with two points in the lea- 
gue cellar. 

FIRST TO SCORE 

Toronto was first to hit the sco- 
reshcct in Saturday's action, as 
Skypeck's third-down kick was 
blocked by Murray Rowan; Ro- 
wan recovered the pigskin on the 
McGiU 28 yard line and scampered 
all the way for the touchdown. 
The convert by Rhodes was suc- 
cessful, and the. Blues' led 7-0 
with slightly more than seven mi- 
nutes expired in the contest. 

All-star tackle Tom Stefl set 
the stage for a McGill field-goal 
when he recovered a partially 
blocked kick by Varsity's quarter- 
back Jim Israel. 

A series of five plays from 
scrimmage brought the ball to 
the Toronto 27 yard line and 
from there Harry Haukkala boot- 
ed the ball through the uprights 
for three points.

SNARES FUMBLE 
Defensive stalwart John Roberts 
recovered a Varsity fumble by Ro- 
bertson on the McGill 7 yard line 
and stopped another of Toronto's 
deep- penetrations into McGill ter- 
ritory. 

But Dalt White's courageous 
crew refused to be held in check. 
A runback of a third down Red- 
men kick combined with a rough- 
ing penalty against McGill helped 
the Blues roll their way to the 
McGill 14. 

From there it took Varsity four 
plays to score, with Robinson go- 
ing over from the four; the con- 
vert attempt was successful and 
the Blues looked down on llic 
Redmen from the upper half of 
a 21-10 count. 

On llie play proceeding the Var- 
sity major. Quarterback Jim Is- 
rael was injured and had to be 
carried from the field on a stret- 
cher. Keilli Aclicson, the rookie 
quarterback who was at the helm 
a week ago, took over for Is- 
rael and called the signals the

LAMBERT LOPES 
On the kick-off following .To- 
ronto's major. Willie Lambert re- 
ceived the ball and lugged it all 
the way to the Varsity's 23 yard 
line, a nm of 72 yards. A com- 
pleted pass to Lambert moved 
the ball to Toronto's 13, setting 
the stage for the most spectacular 
catch of the afternoon; fading 
back from the line of scrimmage, 
Tom Skypeck siirugged off two 
would-be Toronto tacklers and

Proposed By Editors 

The editors of the Queen's Journal today proposed that students should hove a chance 
to consult with the university administration and give their assessment of professors. 



They also asked the Queen's ad- 
ministration to consider having 
ttiree terms in every year, so that 
students and .staff would stagger 
their vacations and keep the uni- 
versity's facilities in use all year. 

The proposals were contained in 
a front page editorial in the form 
of an open letter to the Principal. 

The letter was a response to the 
address given by Dr. James A. 
Cony, on the occasion of his ins- 
tallation as Principal of Queen's 
on October 20. Hie Journal re- 
printed the full text of Dr. Corry's 
speech in this week's edition. 
STANDPOINT 

Taking up Dr. Corry's argument 
that the student must have a stand- 
point from which to take his bear- 
ings, the Journal called on profes- 
sors to make clear their own opi- 
nions on their subjects. 

This is the only method which 
can encourage students to have 
opinions of^their own," the edi- 
torial said. The cult of agnosti- 
cism, of the completely open mind, 
tends to assimilate mind to an 
electronic memory-bank." 

To' promote^^better lecturing, the 
Journal reconunended that the 
Queen's Alma Mater Sodety^exe- 
cutive cease to be "a committee of 
social convenors" and represent 



the student body In the adminis- 
tration. 

JOINT COMMITTEE 

The Queen's Faculty of Arts set 
up a Joint student-staff committee 
ten years ago to settle the question 
of compulsory lectures. The Jour- 
nal proposed that the idea should 
be revived and extended to other 
faculties. 

Speaking out against furtlicr ex- 



pansion In undergraduate enrol- 
ment the paper expressed the 
opinion that Canada's needs will 
be served best in the future by 
more new universities, not by ex- 
pansion of old ones. 

"We have more than an acade- 
mic interest in reform," the editors 
wrote, requesting the Principal not 
to allow their suggestions to "get 
lost in a limbo of committees."

speaker was Dimitri Roussopoulos, 
national chairman of the move- 
mcnt. Roussopoulos spoke against 
the resumption of nuclear testing 
and specifically against the 50 me- 
gaton bomb. He also took advan- 
tage of the occasion to defend the 
CUCND in the face of recent cam- 
pus criticism. 

"Campus groups call us Bolshe- 
viks and say our funds are Krem- 
lin . gold" said Roussopoulos, and 
yet, he pointed out, of all the 
groups on the campus only the 
CUCND has protested in categorie- 
■ al terms against the resumption of 
nuclear tests. Though students 
numbering .in the hundreds of 
thousands, all over the world, have 
marched and protested, he com- 



and this is so especially at McGill. 
PACKED UNION 
"Why isn't the Union packed?" 
Roussopoulos asked, the audience 
of some sixty people. He deplored 
the fact that "students who oppose 
the CUCND do noti have, the cour- 
age of their convictions : to come 
to the meeting and challenge our 
organization." He demanded that 
students read, think, and act. 

Roussopoulos went on to assail 
the Dttilv. "The Poll the Doily car- 
ried recently completely distorted 
the aims of the CUCND.

Roussopoulos also spoke about 
the' consequences of the giant 
bomb, of the effects of fall-out, of 
the tense situation of Berlin. 

"People are horrified on learn 
ing about C-14, Strontium 90, 
Strontium 69 and the rest. We ask, 
too, what possible reason the U.S 
and Russia could have for resum- 
ing tests, when they have enough 
bombs in theh: arsenals to blow 
up the world. 

"The CUCND has come - to a 
conclusion, but we feel that we can 
express ourselves only in this pe 
tition, which has been circulated 
in 10 Universities and signed by 
2000 studenU." 

PETITION 

The petition, which was des- 
tined for the Russian Consulate, 
mentioned the hazards of radia- 
tion, and ended with: "...your 
government has no right to con 
demn our people in such a way for 
its own national interests. We 
therefore Implore you not to ex 
plodo this monster Iwmb."

Togetherness 

"A bos la Confédération. Québec libre." The 
words alone, to any Canadian loyalist with a suf- 
ficient grasp of French to understand their meaning, 
would be a spur to passion. Smeared in huge letters 
across the base of our National War Memorial they 
constitute as ripe an insult to Canadian pride (English* 
speaking variety) as their ingenious authors could 
devise. 

It was on act of war, deliberately so. The agents 
were Separatists, as yet a small band who constitu- 
te, depending on your point of perspective, either 
the vanguard or the lunatic fringe of renascent French- 
Canadianism. The purpose was divisive, to inflame 
once again the quiescent coals of racial and cultural 
differences. For it is the clear lesson of Canadian histo- 
ry that the passions which divide us are stronger than 
the passions which unite us and the aim of .Separatism 
is equally clear t "A bas la Confédération". 

Why ? In part because to the Separatist, ds" to 
almost any thoughtful student of Canadian economic 
and political life, the ideal of Confederation is a dead 
letter. When Cartier joined MacDonald to promote the 
union of British North America they wanted not two 
nations warring in the bosom of a single state but 
''one vast Dominion, reaching from sea even unto 
sea": a nation neither English, nor French, but dis- 
tinctively Canadian. , ^ 

Un-hyphenated Canadianism remains unachie- 
ved. The romanticism of MacDonald, which built a 
country east to west against all the dictates of geo- 
graphy and kept it free despite the pressures of the 
natural flow of commerce and the continuing tem- 
tation of Yankee prosperity, has given way to demo- 
cratic realism. There are more English than* French 
and so the English will have more say, more money, 
more votes and more power. Partnership and bi- 
culturolism, like motherhood and God, are noble 
words to be restricted to the utterances of public 
dignitaries on the occasion of notional holidays. 

That the protest of French Canada against this 
betrayal of the intent of Confederation has not been 
more effective over the decades can be attributed 
primarily to the nature of its social structure. In the 
absence of an effective middle class, political control 
rested largely in the hands of the feudal elite. Cul- 
tivated men, who spoke English as fluently as their 
native tongue, it was more natural to them to achieve 
their immediate needs by accomodation and "enten- 
tes" than to squabble over such bourgeois notions 
as general principle. 

Today in Quebec the political power is passing 
from the hands of these "patrons" to a new middle 
class intelligentsia. The Separatists differ from their 
fellow French-Canadians only by virtue of having 
already given up any hope of seeing the ideal of 
Confederation achieved. Their cohorts ore no less de- 
termined to reject a status of permanent inferiority. 

• Ultimately the decision on her fate lies not with 
Quebec but with the Enolish majority. Will we insist 
on restricting . the ultimate economic and political 
control to those who think and speak like Englishmen 
and if so, are we prepared to use the force that will 
ultimately be necessary to maintain the union ? Or 
are we big enough to regain the vision of Confede- 
ration and to accept a Canadianism not made In our 
own image but in a new pattern that stresses common 
ambitions instead of mutual hatreds, common needs 
over mutual failings.

[yen Ghosts Need Writers

"Whenever I take up a newspaper and read it, I fancy I see gliosts creeping between 
the lines." This imagery was conjured up by Henrik Ibsen wtio. believed that the public 
press was haunted by all sorts of philosophies long dead. However, contrary to popular Western 
faith In outspoken journalism, reading between the lines, is frequently the only effective way 
of discerning the truth. 



"Why Rock The Boat", a first 
novel of William Wcintraub, a 
former Montreal reporter, re- 
veals, among other things, the 
susceptibility of newspapers to 
pressure exerted from adverti- 
sers. Caustically, Wcintraub ob- 
serves that a reporter is a 
Slamorous person only in pro- 
portion of the amount of news ■ 
that he is able to withold from 
the public. It is this "inside 
dope" which malccs him a fas- 
cinating raconteur and an in- 
teresting conversationalist. 

Emphasis on widespread co- 
verage of service-club or chari- 
ty-campaign meetings seems to 
be in keeping with the edito- 
rial beli^sf that what most peo- 
ple arc interested in, is read- 
ing about what they already 
know. The guiding principle is 
that: "each service-club mem- 
ber wants to read the account 
of the speech he had heard the 
day before, even though no one 
else in his right mind would. 
In this way circulation is built." 

The criticisms which Weintraub 
has to offer arc not new . . . they 
arc interesting, however, In that 



they confirm, from first-hand 
experience, what has long been 
suspected. It is always a cu- 
riosity to note why stories deal- 
ing with anti trust investigations 
will occasionally be begrudgins- 
ly printed on the ' comic-strip 
page or else lie somewhere bu- 
ried amid a mass of ^week-end 
fatality listings. ThislmitjW|i is 
personally aware that îitiêri to 
the editor which are critical of 
public statements made by exe- 
cutives whose firms also happen 
to be large advertisers will 
usually stand an excellent chan- 
ce of being printed provided the 
author of the letter is himself 
a more Influential advertiser. 

Newspapers, quite understand- 
ably, like any other private en- 
terprise, must run the cost-pro- 
fit gamut; for this they should 
not be castigated. Nevertheless, 
there remains the question of 
their responsibility to report the 
news accurately, objectively and 
fully. In addition, they must 
editorialize on those subjects 
political or otherwise, on which 
the public ought to be aroused 
or at least aware.... even if it 



does mean loss of revenue. Any 
efficient business organization 
including newspapers should al- 
ways be alblc to rely on its sales 
force to fill the gap left by a 
particular change in' customer 
loyalty. 

In the past, suggestions have 
béen made for the establishment 
of a' Crown Corporation newspa- 
per similar in organization to 
the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. But government owner- 
ship of the press has tradition- 
ally been disliked, and it is 
doubtful if such a venture would 
bo wise. While it is conceded 
that the C.B.C. news coverage 
is always above, reproach, its 
political presentations have not 
been free from accusations of 
partisanship. In fact, even its 
dramatic productions have on oc- 
casion been nearly waylayed by 
sponsor seduction. 
. There is no need for govern- 
ment interference. In the press 
can live up to its duties, ins- 
tead of losing itself in the gap 
of public relations, then, the 
ghosts that lurk between the 
lines will at last be exorcised.

Loolcing at copies of old An- 
nuals and comparing them with 
current issues would indicate 
few similarities in appearance. 
Lurid colours and garish artwork 
have given way to neater, sim- 
pler designs, while modern tech- 
niques have made the scope of 
photographic worlc far greater. 
Collcfios and Universities com- 
peted for the most outstanding 
features in the boom years of 
the twenties. This great empha- 
sis on artwork gave way to the 
modern dominance of photogra- 
phy durmg the thirties, and all 
aspects of university life were 
covered by candid shots. 

The period of the thirties saw 
the hey-day of the theme, when 
an all out effort was made to tie 
the book in with some basic 
plan. This reached such an ex- 
treme that everything was sacri- 
ficed to this end, often to the 
considerable detriment of the 
book. This aspect, of yearbooks 
has largely disappeared today, 
and most Annuals are kept sim- 
ple in design and appearance.

The remainder of the income 
conies from Graduates. - The 
money each graduating student 
pays to ithe photographer goes to 



the Annual entirely. This state 
of affairs has arisen due to the 
competition among the local 
photographic studios to obtain 
this contract. In return for what 
he pays the graduate has his pic- 
ture and biography included in 
the Annual, and receives from 
the studio a 5" x 7" mounted 
photo. In addition the studio 
gives a sum of money to the 
Annual, to go towards the cost 
of printing. This means that the 
Photographer, Coronet Studio 
Inc. for this year, suffers a con- 
siderable financial burden which 
is not defrayed until students 
buy extra copies of _ their por- 
traits. The contract for this is 
open to competitive tender each 
year, and is awarded on a basis 
of cost and quality. 

CHANGES 
Each year's staff seeks to 
make improvements over the 
previous book. Changes are ins- 
tituted only when they are con- 
sidered to be progressive,, and 
not merely, for the sake of 
change. Hence the basic form 
has remained the same for sev- 
eral years now. One of main fea- 
tures has been the increase in 
the use of colour photography, 
and It is hoped to bave even 
more this year.* An aspect of the 
University life that has been ne- 
glected in recent years wiU.be

"showbiz." 

Bob Gibson, let me tell you, ' 
is not a very strong man. 

In his presentation last Tues- 
day at the Folk Music Society 
there were brief glimpses of a 
great nostalgic kind of beauty, of 
powerful thick-armed men shak- 
ing their fists at the world, of 
the power and loyalty of love, 
of menstanding il» overwhelming 
awe of the strangeness of life 
and the fearsome melancholy 
loneliness of great and beautiful 
valleys alone and bright and 
lonely in their loneliness. 

He took a classic like "Old 
Blue" and sang it, and you saw 
why it is a classic. He toolc a 
hackneyed worlc song lilte "Mi- 
chael Row the Boat Ashore" and 
made It live. He took "This Lit- 
tle Light of Mine," which has 
been murdered by the castrated 
greasy screaming punks of Amer- 
ican rock 'n' roUhood and told 
you what it was about. 



He was at times honest. He 
can t>e. He can give of his 
talent. 

He has a great understanding 
of the marriage of Negro and 
Anglo-Saxon musics in North 
America. Coupled with a basic 
fine sense of time and a feel- 
ing for the American pheno- 
menon known as "swing", his in- 
terpretation of "Abilene" was 
excellent. Hb all too infrequent 
riff-solot (he has an Impressive 
command of the banjo) showed 
taste, and a love for all the 
modes and scales peculiar to the 
above-mentioned marriage. 

He displayed a good sense of 
dynamics, although at times it 
seemed a little contrived. 

Other things were contrived 
too. And this is where I start- 
ed to get a bit of a sour taste 
in my mouth. 

Why should this man insist on 
being ever so subtly sickening at 
times ? Why should he liandle 
material for which he has no feel- 
ing or understanding? Why 
should he sing "MatUe Groves" 
as if it were some piece of garb- 
age out of a melodramatic Vic- 
torian soap opera ? Why should 
he, by turns, give, and then 
sound and act like a .good- old 
Madison Avenue type huckster ? 

Why should he come on, ge- 
nerally, like a one-man synthesis 
of the Kingston Trio ?
